Your letter of the 19th here the first mail after I was out of the hospital 
to which I was sent by what was done to me for the second time, again by care- 
lessness rather tha n intent, this time by getting two bacteria into me when 
it had uiy blood out of my body. I'm OK, as 0£ as I am no*, only a little un- 
steadier and maybe a little weaker* 

There is no doubt at all that Gunn knew there had been perjury and that 
Mimes in particular liad perjured himself. He knew from a visit to me on which 
he was brought by a mutual friend. That was before he got the job, when he had 
judt applied lor it* He also knew in more detail because when he was here with 
Ilia assistant alter he got the job I went into it in greater detail. I also told 
him then npt only tlfe existence of pertinent records tliat liatTbdH been 
improperly witliheld, X also offered him access to the tiiree file s/rawers of 
appeald X had filed at the request of the fine man then in charge of appeals 
and later eased out by the i’BI and its pal 3 in the LJ. 

Under the law that created it tha AftRB was required to preserve and males 
public all its records, including correspondence and memd^ i'luch may be lost 
in tlie vastness oi it but what should be very embarrssing to it is preserved,^ 
like my book-length manuscript responding to the ignorant and false outpourilL 
of the member who made charges against critics in even the ilaryland Law He view.
